married Courteveille and moved to Slave 
lake. She had been marvied to an Indian of 
Alexandre’s baud by whom she had seven 
children, but he was drowned in’ the Pem- 
bina about four vears ago, Her children all 
died within the last five years, the last two 
after her removal to Slave lake, and it is 
Supposed that this Joss was what affected 
her mind. She left the treaty and secured 
scrip asa half-breed in the stuinmer of '85, 
shertly before going to Slave lake. Her 
relatives who live at Riviore Qui Barre are 
satistied that hor murder was justifiable.

Tue Hamilton Spectator in a late issue 
eutlines a railway scheme which it declares 
practicable in the near future of aline along 
the Saskatchewan valley around the north 
end of Lake Winnipeg and along the Albany 
river to Moose Factory on James Bay, 
whence connection might be had by the pro- 
posed Ontario & James Bey road with To- 
ronto and with Quebec by adirect line to 
Lake St. John. The Spectator points out 
that such a line would be the shortest pos- 
sible from the Saskatchewan to the Atlantic 
coast and would have the advantage, if any 
existed, in touching on the waters of Hud- 
son Bay atits most southern and warmest 
extremity. After the Spectator’s late rocord 
on the Manitoba railway queetion this pro- 
posal is startling, but not more so than the 
course of the Winnipeg Sun in alluding ta it. 
The Sun sees in it only ascheme to beat 
Manitoba, and predicts that although such 
a road may be built ‘' Long before that day 
arrives the bones of the Spectator dreamer 
will have been reduced to ashes.” Why 
there should be anything to beat Manitoba 
in the idea of a line direct from the Sas- 
katchewan valley to the eastern seaboard is 
not apparent, any more than that the idea of 
a competing line into Manitoba is a scheme 
to beat the Saskatchewan—which it certain- 
ly isnot. If the Sun would look at the map 
for an instant it would see that Prince Al- 
bert on the Saskatchewan, which such a line 
would certainly touch, is a little north of the 
latitude of Moose Factory on James Bay. A 
line leaving Prince Albert would have to go 
one degrec north in order to pass around the 
northern end ef Lake Winnipeg and then 
make nore than a degree south in order to 
reach Moose Faetory, while by turning south 
a little over one degree it might cross Lake 
Winnipeg at the Narrows and continue on a 
due easterly line to Moose Factory, a shorter | 
route, Supposing such a line to be built it | 
would pass eo near Winnipeg that a compar.

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COUNCIL NOTES. 


The ordinance respecting bulls makes a 
close season in the western stock districts. 

The petition asking for a reduction of 
supreme court clerks’ fees by two-thirds 
stated that in one vear $4,000 had been paid 
in fees to the clerk of the court at Calgary. 

Wilson-Hughes moved a special committee 
consisting of Messrs. Breland, Ross, Cun- 
ningham, Crawford, Lauder, Sutherland and 
the mover and seconded to enquire into 
several question affecting the Metis of the 
territories. 

The new game ordinance laid before the 
North-West council provides a close season 
for prairie chicken, grouse etc., from Feb. 
lst to Aug. 15th; ducks, plover, etc., May 
15th to Aug. 15th. No close season for wild 

«geese and swans. 

On Monday, Oct. 24th, the oe ne 
laid on the table a communication from the 
secretary Of state saying that an order in 
council had been passed providing that 
liquor fines should in the future go to the 
revenue fund of the territories instead of te 
the federal treasury. 

Crawford moved, seconded by Sutherland, 
that instructions be issued to the police to 
assist in putting out prairie fires. The lieut.- 
governor said that in every policeman’s duty 
was included the stopping of prairie fires, as 
well as any other fires, and if he neglected 
this duty he would be called to account. 

The statute labor ordinance introduced 
lately is to enable country districts to organ- 
ize so as to construct roads end bridges. As 
soonas any district outside a municipality 
covering 144 a miles and containin 
fifty male residents over eighteen years o 
age wishes to organize the lieut.-governor 
can erect such district into a statute labor 
district by proclamation. The residents may 
then elect a road overseer who can call on 
every male resident occupier of land to put 
in two, three or four days’ work on roads 
ete. Secord, Wilson and Maultain opposed 
the giving of the lieut.-governor so much 
power. Amendment lost by nine to six. 

In the North-West council on Thursday 
Oct. 20th, Cayley, moved seconded by Tur- 
riff, that the federal government be request-

ave imperfections, such as inferior color, or 
are old, neglected or in poor condition are 
graded down, one, two or three yrades. 

Torn skins can be sewed or patched but the 
value is lessened. Inferior colors have to be 
dyed, and therefore bring less money. Mid- 
winter caught furs have the best color, as 
then the sun is not warm or strony enodgh 
to fade them. No. 1 grade of furs is divided 
into large, medium and small and kits. 
Large skins are fully grown skins of their 
kind. Medium are not quite grown. — Small 
are well grown kittens or cubs, — Kitts or 
cubs are the fur of very young animals. 
Fully grown furs cost no more to dress or 
dye or manufacture than little ones, yet in 
the cutting they yicld double, henceare very 
much more valuable, except fisher. 

Beaver is now bought by leading houses in 
the States only by the skin, never by the 
pound. Large 1st quality North-West skins 
are worth about $10 apiece in New York, and 
large 4th quality about half as much. 

Beagp of all kinds that are othewise No. 1 
often have some‘of the fur rubbed off so as 
to be greatly lessened in value. A deep 
black bhac under color, glossy top color and 
long; fine, silky quality give great value to 
black bear; while palish, whitish or reddish 
under cal6r and a dead top color with coarse 
woolly quality sells poorly. Silvery top fur 
aud beauty add to the value of grizzly. 
Clear, clean, bright whiteness adds to the 
value of polar bear, of which a large prime 
akin is worth 3100, 

Fisher of medium and small size of fine 
silky quality and clean, clear color are the 
most Valuable. Large and extra large, stiff, 
thick-pelted skins, of coarse hairy quality, 
or dull reddish colors are very undesirable. 

Silvery top fur and bellies of clear, cleanly 
bright whiteness add greatly to the value of 
lynx.
